public wholly at their mercy. 


Our operators, as a rule, have an instinctive loyalty to the service. \ 


During telephone week, when over 250,000 people visited our central of- 
fices' the operators expressed this spirit of loyalty in the words: "Our Slo- 
gan—Service First."

We believe this spirit still exist* and confidently rely upon it, together

Poor Little Child Prodigies. 


The child prodigy may be just as much of a misfit as the 


backward child. This fact is insisted on by Dr. Bird T. Bald- 
win, professor of educational psychology of the University of 


" Iowa. 
- 


"We find that it is as important to grow physiologically as 


mentally," he says, "and that a child is usually a misfit if al- 
lowed to pass-through school far ahead of those of his owrl 
age." 


Shall the precocious child, then, be held back and forced to 


keep pace with those mentally slower? Not'at all, says Dr. 
Baldwin. He should be kept with the class where his com- 
panions are nearest to his own age and physical and social 
- development. But instead of holding him back mentally, the 
school should "enrich his course with additional work." 


It is possible for one c-hild to leave school, at the end of the 


regular period, knowing several times as much as some of the 
other graduates. All that he learns will be usefuf to him. -He 
will have gained knowledge and mental power, which are real 
things, instead of gaining mere years- which may mean little. 
And he will do it without any violent wrenching of natural 
human associations. 
. ' 


Any normal, human being who has seen poor, little child 


prodigies crowdingiheir way through school, mere freaks and 
strangers among older- and bigger pupils, must be sorry for 
such children, rather than admiring or envious.

There is said to be suddenly renewed activity among the 


leaders of the Russian exiles who have their unofficial capital 
in Paris. They seem to feel that the end of the Bolshevist 
regime is near and that soon they may have an opportunity to 
return to Russia and help in some sort of reorganization. 


The prevailing belief is that the fall of the Red Government 


will come through its faulty financial policy. The government 
has been unable to establish credits abroad, and it is said the 
money raised by taking over the treasures of the churches and 
museums soon will be gone. ^ 


Thus far, unfortunately, the various anti-reds in Paris, al- 


though united in opposing Bolshevism, have been unable to 
unite on the sort of government which is to supplant it. Until 
they are united they can accomplish little for themselves or 
Russia, no matter what happens to the Lenine outfit. If they 
only would forget their factional differences and unite on a 
just and practical policy, there is no^doubt that in the event of 
a Bolshevist collapse they could play a prominent and helpful 
part in forming a new Russian government.

of anti-strike provision of the railroad 
act of 1920. That was not a provision 
denying men the right to strike. 
It 


was merely a requirement that before 
the men should strike, or the employer 
should lock them out, both sides should 
submit their differences "to a properly 
constituted and impartial tribunal, em- 
power to consider the facts, determine 
the merits, and make an award. 


"It was believed that In the vast ma- 


jority of cases .this procedure would 
prevent lockouts and strikes; and in 
view of the enormous loss to the car- 
riers, to their employees, and to tho 
public resulting from, strikes, I pro- 
foundly regret that it should not have 
been possible to give the plan a fair 
trial. If human wisdom shall ever be 
capable of setting up such a tribunal 
as that, and of inspiring both sides of 
the controversy with complete confi- 
dence _ln~'it, we will have 
traveled 


a long way toward lndustrif.1 peace.
